Documentation 


Now comes Paul W. Chapman 
with a study, long in the making, 
for the Progressive Farmer. A 
veteran af the School of Agri- 
culture, at Athens, Ga., he has 
prepared a paper which is heavily 
documented from the nation’s 
economic agencies, private and 
federal; and from individual 
economists and research groups. 
It is not an opinion, It is in- 
stead a soundly substantiated 
study. 


Standing on these facts, he 
looks ahead and sees the South 
outgaining the nation in the years 
before us, because of an analysis 
of three factors—income trends, 
fundamental changes in the re- 
gion’s economy, and the gigantic 
investments in recent years in 
farms and factories which are 
beginning to pay dividends. 

From the “Survey of Current 
Business,” published by the U. S. 
Department of Commerce in Au- 
gust, 1950, he presents the prog- 
ress in per capita and total in- 
come payments for states and re- 
gions since tthe prosperity peak 
of 1929. 

The gain for the United States 
was 196 percent. 

The Southeast had 256 percent, 
which led the nation, and was 
closely pushed by the Southwest 
with an increase of 251 percent. 

Chief among the interesting 
sidelights were two: 

No state in total incqme: pay- 
ments gained so much as Florida. 


advance of South Carolina. 

In the past 30 years only the 
South and West have shown a 
gain, either in total or per capita 
income. 

On the basis of per capita earn- 
ings, the index most closely re- 
lated to living standards, the 
South has outgained all other 
regions. It is fair to say we have 
_ the widest gap, and one must be 
honest and say that gulf is yet 
large. But the trend is unmistak- 
able. % 


Opportunities 


From the American Institute 
for Economic Research he pre- 
sents*the findings on states which 
seem to have the most dynamic, 
immediate gro -.h potentials. The 
five states with top ratings are 
all located in the Southern half 
of the United States. 

We have seen here in the 
South the coming of industry; of 
tractors, of machines. We have 
seen green fields appear where 
once was erosion and waste. We 


see some of the latter remaining, | 


but always there is less of both. 
Chapman’s study documents 
this change .. . the balancing of 
farms with factories. I recall that 
when I began saying years ago 
that low industrial wages were 
the curse of the South; that the 
finest thihg which could happen 
to us was to have the govern- 
ment pass a minimum wage law, 
I was damnec by some as a left- 
ist. Argument: such a law would 
bring more money to the South 
were drowned out by all those 
who were doing a business in 
which low wages Only enabled 
them to .keep going. Chapman 
‘notes that the coming of industry 
and the minimum wage law of 
last year created a small boom. 
He found that the wage law 
applied only to about 1,500,000 
workers in the entire United 
States and virtually all of them 
lived in the South. 
. In use of electrie power, and 
in diversified developments, 
especially livestock, the South’s 
gains are trends not to be denied. 
These are but some of his 


points, for all of which there F 


isn’t room. 

The emphatic conclusion is that 
as our politics improve, our 
states progress. Petty, vindictive, 
visionless politics are expensive

Otherwise “mostly cloudy” 
skies are expected over the State, 
with high readings of 18-22 de- 
grees in the northern half of the 
State and 22-28 in the southern 
half. Lows of zero to five degrees 
above were expected in extreme 
north parts of the State Friday 
and 15-23 in the extreme south. 

Friday night lows of 5-15 are 
forecast for the northern half of 
the state and 15-20 in the southe 
ern half. ; 

The long-touted cold wave rode 
into Atlanta Thursday, plummete- 
ing the thermometer from a 60- 
degree reading at dawn to 15 at 
midnight. During one hour, from 
7 to 8 a. m., the mercury dropped

Winter renewed its attack against the nation Thursday along the 


widest front of the season. 


The assault took varied forms—snow, cold, sleet, freezing rains 
in the vas* territory fram the Rockies to the Atlantic seaboard. 


Hundreds of schools were closed 
in the storm regions. Transporta- 
tion was slowed. 

Communication and power lines 
snapped. Texas citrus losses were 
calculated in millions of dollars. 

The toll of deaths, laid to the 
week’s savage weather rose to 108.

- Russia Plans 
World ‘Grab’ | 


NEW YORK, Feb. 1—(?)—Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey said’ Thursday 
Russia “is getting set” to seize all 
of Germany and Japan as a pre- 
lude to attempted world conquest. 

By grabbing all the industrial 
power of those two Nations, the 
New York governor said in an 
article in Collier’s Magazine, Stalin 
“would no longer fear American 
industrial might and, with his vast. 
manpower, he would be in a posi- 
tion to take the final step of con- 
quering the world.” 

He said “there is good reason to 
believe” that either an Internal 
coup or armed conquest of Yugo- 
slavia by satellite powers is plan- 
ned before an attack on Germany. 

“I do not know how late the 
hour is,” Dewey wrote. “Sources 
of information which have been 
excellent in the past say that fol- 
lowing the attack on Yugoslavia 
this Summer the Soviet will launch 
the grand assault. on Europe when 
the ground is hard in the Fall and 
the crops have been gathered. 

“Until recently all our Govern- 
ment planning has been based on 
Soviet attack in 1954. I believe 
that thesis has been finally aban- 
doned and there is now a gen- ? 
eral belief the attack may come ie 
in 1951 or at latest in 1952.” :

Gen. Eisenhower, just back from a 

’ three-week tour of Western Europe, told 
Congressmen yesterday that the spirit of 
resistance to slavery has not died in West- 
ern Europe. Free Europeans, he said, are 
determined to do their part—to take what- 
ever risk may be involved in rearmament. 

Europe’s greatest need now is not 
American troops, Gen, Eisenhower said, 
but equipment which must be delivered 
quickly and in vast quantities. He be- 
lieves American troops should be. trans- 
ferred to Western Europe in ratio to what 
Europeans themselves provide. 

It was an impressive report, madg more 
so by the sincere, earnest manner in which 
he spoke. Gen. Eisenhower has_ been 

.awarded almost every conceivable honor. 
His place as an enduring national hero is 
-secure. He had hoped to‘round out a full 
and useful career as president of one of 
‘the nation’s largest educational institu- 
tions, Columbia University. He was not 
-eager to.take the post as commander of 
North Atlantic forces in Europe. That he 
accepted it, out of a sense of urgent duty,

However justified the striking switch- 
men may feel themselves to be, they can- 
not be condemned too severely for strik- 
ing against the public and against the 
movement of war goods when their real 
.grievance is against their own leaders, 
' who have betrayed them. 

The switchmen belong to the Brother- 
hood of Railway Trainmen, which union 
they claim discriminates against them. 
Switchmen sav there are gross inequities 
in their working conditions as contrasted 
with other groups in the union—that, for 
instance, they must work seven full davs 
in order to earn base pay. These and other 
purported inequities mav justify a com- 
plaint, but the complaint is against their 
own leaders and not ‘against the people 
or the men fighting in Korea. 

To tie up the nation’s transportation 
system and curtail delivery of vital mate- 
riel to th? combat zone is no way to re- 
taliate. It is the sort of dispute that ought 
to be fought out. within the union itself. 

The spectacle of an unauthorized, wild- 
cat strike under today’s critical conditions 
is disgraceful and cannot be tolerated. If 
unions cannot discipline their own mem- 
bers the public will demand that the Gov- 
ernment do so.

esteem in which he is held. No other indi- 
vidual could so have aroused the misery- 
ridden nations of free Europe to pick up 
the pieces from two disastrous wars and 
turn again to the grim business of defend- 
ing their freedoms. No other could carry 
so much weight with the Congress and 
the peéple. 

The choice for this country simply is 
whether freedom shall continue to exist. 
If Western Europe should fall it would 
be a tremendous and perhaps fatal blow 
to civilization. The moral effects almost 
certainly would be nearly catastrophic. 
And with Russia in possession of the sec- 
ond largest industrial plant in the world— 
immune to atomic bombs because we could 
not kill our own friends—the danger to this 
country would become immediate. 

Moscow knows rearmament of Western 
Europe is not aimed at aggression. If Rus- 
sia prefers to make that claim as a propa- 
ganda cloak under which to justify her 
own aggression, it will only reveal the 
Kremlin’s intentions to invade anyway. 

Gen. Eisenhower, as always, has spo- 
ken sensibly and honestly. His report 
ought to clarify our course in Western 
Europe once and for all. Because of his 
immense prestige—because he has no end 
to serve except the good of this country 
and freedom—his recommendations will 
have the support of all those who want to 
avoid Communist enslavement.

Penalize Efficiency? 


After due meditation we still cling to 
the original opinion about a suit filed in 
Chicago against the Coca-Cola Bottling 
Company of that city by another soft 
drink company. 

This company sued, saying that because 
the Coca-Cola Bottling Company had man- 
aged to keep the price of the drink at five 
cents, it was violating the antitrust law, 
since by selling at five cents it prevented 
the complainant from selling at 10 cents. 


Our first thought was this was prob- 
ably the queerest suit ever filed, and we 
still think-so. A check seems to indicate 
that soft drinks are still a nickel almost 
everywhere else. But, anyhow, do the 
plaintiffs mean to say the court must set 

price? And if so, what field are we 


“then opening up in what we proudly refer 


to as the free enterprise system? Do the 
“plaintiffs mean to say they should be al- 
lowed to set the price and, if so, would 
that* not itself come under the antitrust 
law? 

We think if Coca-Cola can yet sell for 
a nickel it is to be congratulated, and we 
trust they will continue.to sell at that price 
as long as costs will allow. If they are 
more efficient in business, it does not bail 
pear just to penalize them. 

Good business, sq long as honestly con- 
ducted within the framework of existing 
laws, is not a monopoly nor a violation of 
the antitrust laws.

Please consider this my application for one of them, pref- 
erably Georgia Tech. 


I realize that you and I have not always seen eye to eye on 
various matters in the past, but I am sure, from the high tone of 
the resolution making the proposal, that factional politics will not 
enter into the distribution of the schools to the public and that 
they will be handed out on a first-come, first-served basis. 


I have several ideas for the improvement of operations at 
Georgia Tech, not the least of which is the establishment of 
coeducation, thereby at least doubling its } enrotiment imme- 
“diately. 


I note the Legislature’s proposal would provide for the pay- 
ment of money by the State to individuals to cover their operation 
of the schools: But in my case this would not be necessary. Once 
Tech is no longer a State institution, I am sure that it can be 
made self-sustaining by the placing of a few slot machines at 
strategic locations about the campus. 


Indeed, once I get Tarver Tech in full operation, we may 
even be able.to pay the State a few dividends. We ought to 
get considerable additional revenue, for one thing, from the 


stock car races I plan to hold at Grant Field three nights a 
week,

pleased to know that, under my regime, all football tickets will 
be allocated on a strict county unit basis.

second and third. 


Beauty Bill A bill to create a beauticians’ examining board 

packed the House one day. Hundreds of persons 
from over the State attended public hearings on the sales tax 
before the Senate Finance Committee and the House Ways and 
Means Committee. Hundreds of persons attended the hearings in 
Senate and HouSe committees on the proposal to require candi- 
dates running in the general electiomto be nominated in a primary 
on a county unit basis. And a large crowd atterided the Senate 
hearing on the repeal of the Gholston road formula. 


There were long parades of people testifying for and against 
the proposal—but mostly against. Rep. Jack Ray of Warren, 
chairman of. the Ways and Means Committee, attributes the large 
crowds at the committee sessions and in daily attendance for the 
House meetings to the fact that a new tax structure is being written. 


Rep. Adie Durden of Dougherty agrees that taxation is draw- 
ing people, but adds that he also feels that the people generally are 
very much interested in watching what is going on in this admin- 
istration in view of the measures being introduced to curb the 
people’s freedom. Civic classes from schools over the State have 
helped swell the attendance in the galleries.

WASHINGTON—In his office in the new House Office Building, Rep. Frank 


Buchanan, Democrat, of McKeesport,.Pa., chairman of the Committee on Lobby- 
ing, admitted that he had been indicted twice on charges of fraud but insisted 
that he had been “cleared” without trial in either case.. I have evidence that 
Buchanan was indicted three times and that in each case the indictment was ‘dis- 
missed with the proviso, however, that the defendant.

The Governor’s men this week 
passed to the General Assembly a bill threatening to take the 
State’s schools out of public control and put them into private hands. 


Taking this as the tenor of the times, let’s go ahead with the 
local sequel. In view of this and other manifestations of the in- 
significance of voters recently, wouldn’t it be possible to get basic 
and do away with the entire travesty of government by the people, 
for the people, pass up the absurdities of elections and referendums, 
dismiss the legislative bodies and simply turn the State over to a 
private corporation ... to be selected.

It isn’t exactly new for dur- 
ing the days of the last* war 
when families were following 
husbands and living in make- 
shift places, cooking.short euts 
were developed.

pad, interesting hot breads may 
be “baked.” The advantage is 
simply that it saves heating 
the oven for just one dish. This 
cooking suggestion is a zood one 
to tuck away for Summer use 
when you dread heating the 
kitchen even one degree higher. 

From a basic dough recipe 
coffee cake, muffins or scones 
may be made. In all cases the 
fry pay should be preheated this 
way: set pan on flame pad, eov- 
er, turn burner to low and let 
heat while preparing the dough. 
Grease lightly. 


BASIC DOUGH 


Beat egg, add remaining in- 
gredients and stir until blended. 
Knéad briefly. 

Coffee Cake: Roll or pat 
out basic dough into a round 
that fits a nine-inch skillet. 
Using a finger, make circle- 
like depressions in dough and 
fill with orange marmalade. 
Transfer cake to a preheated 
skillet, eover and bake over a 
very low flame till bottom is 
brown and top firm to the touch, 
or about 20 minutes. Makes 6 to 
8 servings. 

Muffins: Increase milk in 
basic dough to one cup. Stir 
only till flour is dampened. Fill 
a dozen small greased cups 
(gelatin molds will do) one- 
half full. Bake, covered, in a 
preheated fry pan over a very 
low flame till sides are begin- 
ning to brown and center of 
muffins is firm to the touch, 
about 25 minutes. Makes 12 
muffins. 

Scones: Divide basic dough 
into two parts. Pat or roll into 
a circle about a half-inch thick. 
Brush with milk, sprinkle rie 
sugar and cut into pie- -shaped 


wedges. Put imelightly greased N 
preheated fry pan. —~Gever—and 


cook over a very low flame 
about 20 minutes. Makes 12 
scones. 

Our grandmothers used a ver- 
sion of top-stove baking which 
brings us to this wonderful 
cherry dumpling recipe for most 
any February holiday.

The chief value of this book Hes 
in the fact it successfully reveals 
the disintegration, largely through 
drink, of the personality and writ- 
ing talent of a great author. Those 
who are familiar with the life of 
the late F. Scott Fitzgerald (“The 
Beautiful and the Damned,” “This 
Side of Paradise,” “The Great 
Gatsby,” ete.) feel that “The Dis- 
enchanfed” is based on his life. 
Even if that be so, the book is 
much more than veiled (however 
thinly) biography. It is a kind of 
psythoanalysis, through the story 
medium, of the hopes, achieve- 
ments, frustrations, conflicts, and 
failures of a complex emotional 
and intellectual machine—a prod- 
uct of all that led to the bizarre 
1920’s for which he become both a 
spokesman and a symbol. 

MR, SCHULBERG’S SUCCESS 
in reproducing the jazzy and syn- 
thetic atmosphere of the 1920’s is 
another reason for the success of 
his book. The story is not laid in 
this period, but through his use 
of frequent and long flashbacks, 
he achieves something of the 
nightmarish effect that Gloria 
Swanson attained in her “Sunset 
Boulevard.” In fact, this movie 
and Schulberg’s book have a good 
deal in common. 

Which suggests a third reason 
for the success of “The Disen- 
chanted.” Schulberg knows Holly- 
wood, and the action of this book 
is the unsuccessful effort of a 
once great writer to do a picture 
for the movies. Schulberg was car- 
ried there when but four; his 
father was head of Paramount 
Studios; and for 20 impressionable 
years, he grew up in the heart of

ARCADIA. Calif., Feb. 1—(#)—the 1951 running of the 
Santa Anita Maturity, with its bloated purse of more than 
$200,000, will go down in turf history as the richest horse race 
on record—and perhaps solely for that reason. 

It appeared almost certain Thursday that 11 contenders in 
a field restricted to four-year-olds will go postward in the 
fantastic mile and one-quarter fixture late Saturday. 

If so, the Maturity will break all records for purse money 


offered in a‘single race. 


The gross value will be $205,700, and the winner will earn, 


to use the word-lightly, either $144,325 or $134,700 net. 


The 


latter figures depend on whether the horse was an original 
nominee or-a supplemental entry in the race. 

The largest gross purse for any single stake was the $146,320 
handed out for the 1946 edition of the Santa Anita Handicap. 
The highest net figure ever won by a horse was the $108,400 
drawn down by Fred Alger’s Azucar when he captured the 
inaugural running of the Santa Anita Handicap in 1935.
